OLYMPUS RALLY 1974 SUPPLEMENTAL REGULATIONS 


ELIGIBILTY: 
a) The following credentials will be checked at documentation: 

1) SCCA card (if member) 
2) Pro Rally license for both driver and navigator 
3) State (Prov.) Driver's License for both driver and navigator 
4) Proof of current insurance 
5) Letter of permission for use of car if the car is not owned by the 
driver or navigator 
6) complete entry form 


b) Competitors will be responsible for signing the SCCA waiver and filling out 
the next of kin information. 


c) In addition to the minimum SCCA requirements, the following will be checked 
at tech: * 
1) Exhaust systems must be reasonably quite 
2) Car must carry jack and lug wrench 
3) Spare gas and anything loose must be securely tied-down. 
4) Required advertising by the organizers must be displayed where indicated. 


DEFINITIONS: 
S Straight - 
R Right turn (approx 90) 
L Left turn (approx 90°) 
B Bear, a slight turn of less than 90° (BL, BR) 
K Keep, a slight turn (will be used to clarify the main road(KL,KR)) 
A Acute, a turn of greater than 90° (AL, AR) 
Pause A time allowance to be included in the calculated leg time. A pause does 


not cancel a speed change or void a route instruction. 

GAin To make up a specified time during a specified distance:the gain time is 
subtracted from the time required, at the given speed, to traverse the 
specific distance. The specified distance in which a gain is operative 
will be free from controls. 

Stop Legal highway stop sign 

Transit Zone- A part of the rally in which no controls are located and for which 
there.is a given time to traverse. These will be identifed in the route 
instructions by time in the time column for the given section 

Before, After, At- Terms which may be used to indicate, respectively, your last 
opportunity before, the first opportunity after, on in the immediate 
vicinity of signs or landmarks. 

Signs All signs will be idenified by capital letters and enclosed in quotation 
marks. 

Cliff vs Exposure- A cliff is when you pull over to the side and look down and see 
nothing but possibly the bottom, an exposure is when you can see the stumps 
sticking up out of the embankment. 

OR You are to execute either of the given instructions, but not both, separated 
by the term OR. The reference point of the two possibilities which is located 
first determines which portion of the OR is to be exectuted. If both 
possibilities of an OR instruction have the same reference point, execution 
is determined by the action point which is located first. (ie: R at 2.35 
miles OR 1 over cliff at 2.35 miles (your choice)) If anyone has read all 
this garbage please disregard for this rally. 


RIGHTS OF THE ORGANIZERS & ENTRANT: 


The organizer reserves the right to: 
a) refuse any entry 


b) refund or excuse payment of any fee 

c)} cancel, abandon or postpone the rally due to unforseen situations 
d) offer additional awards 

e) distribute awards at his discretion if ¢c) occours 

f) exclude any entry before, during, or after the rally for any reason 
he deems proper 

g) deviate from any previously published schedules 

h) add or change these supplemtal instructions 


The entrant has the right to: 


a) a refund of 90% of entry if withdrawn prior to first car out, or 

a 100% return if entry is refused. 

b) query the instructions or these regulations. Any complaint must be 
in writing and within 30 minutes of posting of previsional results. 

c) protest as outlined in the SCCA Pro-Rally regulations. 


ROUTE INSTRUCTIONS 


a) complete each instruction in order before executing the next instruction. 

b) all instructions are supplemented by offical mileage. This mileage shall 
prevail. If a sign or reference is missing, use the mileage. 

c) all roads used are public roads. Do not enter dead end, private or closed 
roads, etc., ulass specifically described in the route instructions. 

d) in the absence of a specific route instruction the obvious main road shall 

be followed. Redundant instructions may be used to insure clarity. The use of 
a map for competitors shall never be necessary to difine the course. 

e) there are NO course following traps on this rally- 

f) special stages will be identified in the instruction column. If for some reason 
the stage controls are missing, continue following the route instructions and 
the average speeds. 

g) emergency instructions may be posted along the route on signs as displayed at 
tech. Competitors shall use these instructions. 


CONTROLS 
a) OPEN CONTROLS: These will be located at fuel and food stops and will be 
identified as an open control in the instructions. Contestants may arrive 
in the control area early but will be assigned out times from open controls. 
Open controls will be located at the top of the minute. 


b) STANDARD CONTROL: These are located on the top of the minute and will be 
identified by a checkpoint sign. There shall be NO balking in sight of 
the control. Contestants shall pull alongside the control and present their 
route log to get an in time, then proceed to the out timr station. At the 
fe) out time station contestants will be assigned an out time and will not leave 
until that time arrives. Standard controls will be located at the end of 
average spped sections. 


c) FINISH CONTROL: These shall be located at the finish of special stages. 
Competitors will be timed in as they pass the checkpoint sign. Competitors 
will pull beyond the control car and the navigator will return to the control 
car (with the route log) for the in time. Out time shall be the next whole 

_ minute plus one minute after the in minute. The checkpoint sign is the in 


and out marker for the next section. 


d) 


"OH" Control: These are located on the route inside of average speed sections- 
there is no penalty for late arrival or one minute early arrival, BUT arrival 
over one minute early will result in a penalty of 1000 points per minute early. 
These controls will not be identified in the route instructions-there shall be 
no balking in fron of these controls. 


THERE WILL BE NO MAINTANCE INSIDE THE AREA OR GENERALLY WITHIN SIGHT OF A CONTROL 
OTHER THAN OPEN CONTROLS..... 


TIMING 


Offical time for the rally will be Pacific Daylight time synchronized with WWV. 


All in times at all controls will be recorded to the nearest second. 


A car will be considered to have not finished the rally (DNF'ed) if: 


1) the car fails to enter any scored control 

2) the car is more than 30 minutes early at a control : 

3) thescar is more than 30 minutes late arriving at any control based on 
the accumulated maximum lateness on special stages plus the offical times 
from the rest of the rally from the last time of day restart. 

4) if the sweep car informs you that you have been "swept". 


PENALTIES 
Standard controls: 


10 points for each minute late (0-59 seconds late-O points) 
10 points for 1 to 60 seconds early 

60 ponts per minute early beyond one minute early 

200 points maximum 


Open controls: 


10 points per minute early or late 
200 points maximum

All entries will be separated into four seed groups 


of approx. 25% of the entries in each group. Entrants may request a particular 


seed 


group but are not guaranteed of receiving that seed group. Cars will be 


placed by the orgaizers at their discretion. (SCCA seeding list may be used!) 


GENERAL | 

a) Maximum distance between fuel halts will be 180 miles 

b) When required- turn in your route logs- make sure that they are scored- if they 
are not scored than no score will be posted for your car for restarts. 

c) The rally was measured with a 1969 Datsun 510 using electric 1/100th counters 
drivén from the front wheel using radial Toyo Tires. 

d) Speed changes and mileage references points occur at the start of the turn. 

e) all section mileages are continuous. 

f) instructions will be available one hour before FCO 

g) sanction number for the 1974 OLYMPUS is PRO-4-74. 


h) the SCCA observer will be Dick Wessman. 


1974 SCCA PRO-RALLY REGULATIONS REQUIRE: 
Section 5.5 Car Registration and Eligibility 


As evidence that the car entered is on the road legally and is either 
owned by the entrant or is being used by the entrant with the permission 
of the owner, the car registration certificate or the certificate of owner- 
ship must be available for inspection by officals before the start of the 
rally and at any time during its progress. 

All street lecensed four-wheel vehicles are eligible to compete after 
passing the event's safety inspection. The addition of protective devices 
for the engine sump, transmission, differential and gas tank(s) is allowed. 
Fuel cells and/or larger gas tanks or . reserve tanks may not be fitted in 
or encrouch upon the passenger compartment. 

Roll bars meeting either current FIA or SCCA specifications are required in 
all vehicles. The diagonal bracing in the SCCA specifications will hot be 
required. Roll cages are recommended in all closed vehicles. 

In addition, each competing car must have seatbelts and shoulder harnesses 
installed for the driver and co-driver. These may be either of the diagonal 


type installed by the vehicle manufactueer or the:¥ competition type attached 
to a suitable quick release type seatbélt, securely mounted to the frame of 
the vehicle. On all performance sections of the rally both the driver and 
the co-driver shall wear a safety helmet with a Snell Foundation approval 
sticker of any year. These helmets shall be inspected at tech. 


Section 7 Safety Inspection 


eeeeseeee AS a minimum requirement, the following vehicle equipment shall 
be operable and in safe condition: 
1. Headlights (high and low beam) and parking lights 
2. Taillights and stoplights 
3. Horn, windshield wipers and directional signals 
4. Rear-view mirror 
5. Footbrakes (to be suject to a moving brake test and parking brake (to 
be tested for holding ability)) 
6. Tires, «including spare (to be inspected for condition of sidewall as 
well as tread) 
7. Roll bar meeting FIA or SCCA specifications 
In addition, each car must have aboard, in an accessible location the following 
safey equipment: 
1. First-aid kit (Johnson & Johnson Auto First Aid kit or equivalent) 
2. Minimum of six 15-minute road flares 
3. Fire extinguisher of at least 2B:C rating 
4. Tow rope 
5. Seat belts and shoulder harness.........
